the •work is extremely small. It is 
said that it takes ouo workwoman 150 
days of five working hours each to pro- 
duce a single metre, and the pay is 
about 40 centimes (or 5d) a day. The 
development of this industry has been 
strongly recommended, both on artis- 
tic and utilitarian grounds, as no kind 
of manufacture exists more capablo of 
giving sustenance to thousands with 
very small capital. As the demand 
for the lirst specimens has been very 
groat, it is to be hoped that the re- 
muneration of the workwomen will be 
advanced several stages. 



The Wiguii Railway Accident. 

Nearly two yeaus have elapsed 
since the terrible accident happened 
in the Wigan station, but the disaster 
which overtook the Scotch tourist 
train remains fresh and vivid in the 
public mind. The Court of Queen's 
Bench has, therefore, been traveling 
over familiar ground in its patient in- 
vestigation of the causes Jof and res- 
ponsibility for that great catastrophe. 
An eight "days' trial has secured a 
searching and exhaustive enquiry into 
the facts, and has established the 
Company's liability for [tho conse- 
quences "of the accident, not because 
they are insurers of travellers' lives, 
but because the calamity was either 
due to the faulty construction of the 
line, or to the carelessness of one of 
" the company's servants, or to both 
causes in combination. By the disas- 
ter in question twelve persons were 
killed and about forty others more or 
less injured. Among the former was 
Sir John Anson, Bart., and it was his 
executors who sought to make the 
London and North- Western Railway 
Company responsible in damages for 
the loss which his death occasioned 
to his family. It was, however, ac 
cepted as a "representative suit, which 
should determine the general question 
of the Company's liability; and by the 
decision in this case all the others 
will be governed. The verdict estab- 
lishes the Company's liability, and, 
this point, being settled, it now mere- 
ly becomes a question as to the 
amount of compensation to which 
each claimant is entitled. The 'Times' 
having remarked that the accident 
was clearly due to the want of lock- 
ing-bars on the facing points, adds; 
"Immediately after tho accident, lock- 
ing-bars ware, in fact, put into use 
at Wigan, and tho circumstance was 
not uuuuturally accepted as a confes- 
sion on the Company's part of whit 
is now ascertained to be tho truth. 
The Directors of tho Company in de- 
fending tho present action were 
doubtless actuated by a feeling cf 
duty to the holders of their stock, and 
the magnitude of tho penalties to 
which the decision of the jury has 
made them liable, fully justified them 
in Bubjeetiug the claims to tho keen- 
est scrutiny; but it may seem other- 
wise extraordinary that a question 
which involved no law and a very nar- 
row and scarcely doubtful issue of 
facts should have been found so tedi- 
ous and difficult of settlement." 

The cromationists, who would re-

. both respects. The members of the 
Challenger scientific expedition which 
visited the Island in March were puz- 
zled at finding no traces of tho dead 
Islanders, but on enquiry had tho 
mystery solved. The moment a na- 
tive dies he "goes to pot" literally. 
His relatives cut him up and feed on 
boiled native as long as tho provision 

■ lasts. When tho members of the ex- 
pedition asked if tlioy would bo oaten 
in ease of death whilst on tho island, 
tho ingenuous natives smacked their 
Hps over tho possible feast, cast a 
wistful glance at tho waiting pot, and 
assured the questioners there would 
be no needless delay in tho culinary 
proceedings. They know how to put 
tho defunct where they will do the 
most good. There is no possibility of 
a famine being of long continuance in 
Admiralty Island, for tho more that 
die J[the more there would be to eat. 

The famous "point d' Alencon" lace 
has for its origin the small island of 
Buruno, about five miles north-east of 
Venice, where an aged woman, tho 
last of her craft, has lately been found, 
who still'possesses the secret of tho 
buranu manufacture. The Princess 
Giovanelli and tho Countess Marcello 
have determined to found a school for 
tho benefit of their poorer country- 
women, and sixty-soven pupils wero 
at onco obtained, who owing to |tho in- 
structress' infirm stato of health, 
oould only receive tuition ten at a 
time. A hundred girls aro now await-

Scatter brains. 

A few weeks ago a Scatterbrain, 
sitting in an editorial chair at Victoria, 
penned the following "tall talk:" 

"The question will bo forced upon tlio 
people of this Province whether tbey .shall 
tamely submit to bo treated us il they 
were so many untutored aborigines, or 
■whether they shall accept the alternative 
suggested by Mr. Blulio himself, declare 
their independence of Dominion control, 
and resume their former position as an 
independent British Province." 

As we tried to show at the time, t ho 
sentiment expressed in the extract 
created here only a feeling of pity for 
the man who could placo such unmiti- 
gated "bosh" before readers who 
know better than we can tell them that 
it is a repitition of the old fablo of a 
certain longeared individual who robed 
himself in a lion's skin and whose true 
character was only detected when ho 
tried to roar. It' the paragraph had 
any greater significance than the coun- 
terfeit lion'a attempt at roaring, it 
would have struck terror to the hearts 
of all upon whose oara it broke; but. 
after eighteen mouths' of such ''tall 
talk" with no better results than keep- 
ing alive a bitter feeling between Brit- 
ish Columbia and Canada, people have 
grown tired of it, and want to be shown 
a practicable "route" through their 
difficulties instead of a road into u 
boundless cpjagmiro of ills. It tip 
pears, however, that at least one of 
the Government papers in the East 
has taken the remark very much to 
heart, and the Victoria Scatter- 
brain has found a prototype in a Scat- 
terbraiu at London, Ontario, who, af- 
ter printing the extract, trains his 
guns on British Columbia and fin s this 
choice bit of braggadocio back again: 

"If Columbia is prepared to abandon 
all the advantages she di rives from her 
connection with Canada, to return to hi r 
old status, then let negotiations bo com 
m -need for that end. We have an iilen 
that the prospect of separation would 
bring more fright to Columbia tlmn to 
Canada, and that the possibility of being 
cast off would cause the wayward West- 
ern Province to humble her imperious 
tone more suddenly than gracefully." 

"We scarcely know which to admire, 
the lighting attitude of the Victorian, 
or the come-on if-you-dare position of 
the Londoner. That each is anxious 
to get at the other is quite evident; 
and it ir. a pity that the Rocky Moun- 
tains will insist upon keeping nsuud- 
ertwo excited creatures who appear so 
anxious to come together ami share 
the fate of the Kilkenny cats. If there 
existed no barrier to the meeting we 
would suggest that Professor McCouu 
be called in to see "fair play," and 
that while tho little unpleasantness is 
in progress, tho people of British Col- 
umbia, eschewing "tall talk" and self 
appointed delegates, shall set to work 
and endeavor to arrive at a satisfac- 
tory settlement of their troubles.

Frauois Armstrong was brought up on 
remand charged with fradulehtly and un- 
lawfully couvcrtiug to his own use cer- 
tain fu re, ko., iho joint property of Bo3- 
OOwitz Bros, and tho said Armstrong. 

The evidence in this cuse was given a 
fow days ago. 

Mr. Drake now addressed the Court on 
behalf of tho defendant, who, ho asserted, 
had gouo into tho business oiiginally with 
■32001) and the schooner, and now fount, 
himself, if tho plaintiff's statement were 
true, after some years of exertion, consi- 
derably in debt, and with his schooner in 
need of repairs to tho amount of §000. 
Ho ooutondod that his client as a nnrtner 
had a full right to sell the furs; that the 
whole affair was the result of an attempt 
on tho part of a shrewd, sharp business 
man to take advantage of an ignorant, 
illiterate foreigner; that the entire ea«e 
was a matter of account, and that if he 
could only get it into the Supreme Court 
he oould show that with a proper settle 
ment of accounts there would bo a largo 
balauco duo to his client. If tho defend- 
ant had wished to defraud .nothing would 
have been easier than,to go off, schooner 
and all. He had not done this. On the 
contrary they admitted having sold the 
goods aud got the money, and were will- 
ing to pay over all that a just settlement 
would show to bo duo to the othor party. 
Ha contended that tho meaning of tho 
words "fraudulently anil unlawfully con- 
verting" was a matter for tho Court of 
Equity to decide, ami called upon His 
Honor to discharge the prisoner as thero 
was no ground for a case against him. 

After some little discussion as to the 
rultuiu such oasoi Mr. Drake raain'aioing 
that Mr. fiobertson hud not the nghi t » re- 
ply, tho Magistrate ruled in favur of tLe 
latter gentleman. 

Mr. Robertson, for Messrs. Boscowitz, 
said tho principal point was to ascertain 
if tho prisoner had acted with a criminal 
intent. Ho controverted the assertion 
that the defendant had asked for a state- 
ment and alleged that one hail been blind- 
ed to him. lie assorted that the defend- 
ant had sold the furs secretly and without 
due warning of his intention, such as a 
man would give whoso solo object was to 
force a settlement. Mr. Boscowitz said 
that there had been no discontent shown 
previous to this occasion. Everything 
had gone smoothly till this trip, when 
prisoner suddenly sells part of the furs 
to tho agent of a rival house at Alert Bay, 
comes down to Victoria with a ho in his 
month, and keeps his partner in the dark 
ns lon({ as ho can. He suhLiitted that 
there was a case for a jury. 

Tho Magistrate, after a few romarks on 
the serious nature of the charge, commit- 
ted the accused for trial, bail being fixed 
at himself in $3000 and two sureties in 
81500 each. 

RUBBISH. 

Capt. Cosgrovo, of tho steamer Blake- 
loy, was fined S25 for allowing ashes to 
be thrown into Victoria harbor.

Failure of Duncan, Shcrniaii & Co. 

New York, July 27. — Tho EveningPosl 
has tho following in tho financial column: 
"Tho quietness of Wall .street was bro- 
ken in tho second hour of business by 
tho announcement that tho banking house 
of Duncan, Sherman k Co. had closed its 
doors aud suspended payment. A clap of 
thunder in a clear sky could not have 
caused moro consternation : and in the 
stock exchange, gold exchange, and oot 
ton exchange there was great excitement. 
Tho liabilities of the house are given at 
inside of 86,000,000. The Post will 
publish this afternoon the following state- 
ment to creditors, prepared by Mr. Dun- 
can and read at the stock exchange: 

New York, July 27, l<S7r>. 

A careful examination of our business 
and affairs show us most unexpectedly 
that through losses aud misfortunes our 
available assets are so reduced that we 
aro compelled to go into liquidation. \\ e 
reached this decision with deep rearet, 
but tho fact is that up to the latest mo 
ment our most unexampled credit having 
remained unimpaired would have com 
polled us, if wo continued business, to 
hazard new obligations and incur new 
confidences which we were unwilling to 
assume. For protection of all our credi- 
tors, without any distinction or prefer- 
ence, we have this day made a general 
assignment to William 1). Siiipnian, of 
this city, whoso address for all matters 
connected with our affairs will be at our 
late counting house, 11 Nassau struct. 
(Signed, J Duncan, Sherman & Co.

The disaster which 1ms recently des- 
troyed the town of Morsehank, iu 
Russia, has been noticed in the tele- 
gram-.. 

The lir began about four o'clock in 
the afternoon in one of the faubourgs, 
at a distance of nearly half a mile from 
the town proper, and within a few 
hours th"o whole town, over an extent 
of live versts, was the prey of the 
llames. A violent wind drove the 
thuncs .ii till directions, causing them 
to overleaped all the open squares and 
e\ en t he river. 

As the tire grew tho wind became a 
tempest, nod enormous planks and 
sheets of iron, torn from the billing 
house-, wi rc hurled as high as trie 
secon l st iry of bouses still standing.
